POLICE INTENSIFY THEIR

While investigations into the mysterious “letter 
bombs” addressed ‘to prominent British personages 
are being pursued in Italy, the latest intended 
recipient is the British Foreign Secretary, Mr Ernest 
Bevin, it was disclosed today. 


An explosive letter, address- 
ed to Mr Bevin, was received 
at the Foreign Office today, but 
was detected by a_ private 
secretary and handed over to 
Scotland Yard.

Marshall mentioned no figures in

And if you ever get a chunee to 
sit down with Dr Burton, he pro- 
rbably WIL also-tell you good things 
about atomic energy. ‘For Instance, 
he belleves that atomic power pru- 
mises to be the salvation of Eng- 
land. That may come, he believes, 
when atomic power can be used for 
heating purposes ond England will 
not have to undergo such misery as 
she did in the last winter. 

He also foresees atomic power 
plants in America, and eventually 
such power for rocket ships.
